%% THE hiftorical tranſaQions contained in this play, take in 
che compa ſa of above thirty years. I muſt obſerve, however, that our au- 
thor, in the three parts of X. Henry YT. has not been very preciſe to the 
date and diſpoſition of his fats ; but ſhuffled them, backwards and for- 
wards, out of time. For inſtance ; the lord Talbot is killed at the end 
of the fourth act of this play, who in reality did not fall till the 13th 
of July 1453 : and The Second Part of Henry VI. opens with the mar- 
riage of the king, which was ſolemnized m__ years before Talbot's 
death, in the year 4445. Again, in the ſecand part, dame Eleanor 
Cobham is introduced to inſult queen Margaret; though her penance 
and baniſhment for ſorcery happened three years before that princeſs 
came over to England. I could point out many other tranſgreflions 
againſt hiftory, as far as the order of time is concerned. Indeed, though 
there are ſeveral maſter-ſtrokes in theſe three plays, which inconteſt- 
ably betray the workmanſkip of Shakſpeare; yet I am almoſt doubtful, 
whether were entirely of his writing. And unleſs they were wrote 
by. him very early, 1 Houy rather imagine them to have been brought 
tokim as a direftor of the ſtage; 405, 4 ave received ſome finiſhing 
beauties at his hand. An accurate obſerver will eafily ſee, the diQion 
of them is more obſolete, and the numbers more mean and proſaical, 
than in the generality of his genuine compoſitions, TRZORAT D. 


Having given my Lr very fully relative to theſe plays at the end 
2 


- of the third part VI., it is bere only neceſſary to apprize 
the reader what my hypotheſis is, that he may be the better enabled, 
as he to judge concerning its probability. Like many others, 
I was long firuck with the many evident Shakſpearianiſms in theſe plays, 
which appeared to me to carryſuch decifive weight, that I could ſcarce- 
ly bring myſelf to examine with attention any of the arguments that 
have been urged againſt his being the author of them. I am now ſur- 
priſed, (and my readers perhaps may ſay the ſame ching of themſelves, 
that I hould never have adverted to a very ftriking circumftance Which 
- diſtinguiſhes this frf part from the other parts of King Henry VI. This 
circumftance is, that none of theſe Shakſpearian paſſages are to be 
found here, though ſeveral ate ſcattered through the two other parts. 
I am therefore decifively of opinion that this play was not written by 
Shakſpeare. The reaſons on which that opinion is founded, are ſtated 
at large in the Diſſertation above referzed to. But I would here requeſt 
the reader to attend particularly to the verfification of this piece, (of 
which almo@ every line has a pauſe at the end,) which is ſo different from 
that of Shakſpeare's undoubted plays, Aud of the greateypart of the two 
Fucceeding pieces as altered by him, and ſo exactly correſponds with 
chat of the tragedies written by others before and about the time of his 
firſt commencing author, that this alone might decide the queſtion,

be admitted as no weak proof that the copies were ſurreptitiouſly ob- 


| tained, and that the printers of that time gave the publick thoſe plays 


not, ſuch as the author deſigned, but ſuch as they could get them. 
That this play was written before the two others is indubitably collect- 
ed from the ſeries of events; that it was written and played before 
Henry the Fifth is apparent, becauſe in the epilogue there is mention 
made of this play, and not of the other parts: |

tios of the bouſes of Tork and Lancaſter, being affixed to the two 


pieces which were printed in quarto in 1600, is a proof that they 
were a diſtinct work, commencing where the other ended, but not 


_ written at the ſame time; and thats this play was never known by 


the name of The firft Part of King Henry YT. till Heminge and 
Condell gave it this title in their volume, to diſtinguiſh it from 
the two ſubſequent plays; which, being altered by Shakfpeare, aſſumed 
the new titles of the Second and Third Parts of King Henry VI. that 
they might not be canfounded with the original pieces on which they 
were formed. This firſt part was, I conceive, originally called The
